HANOI. Indochina, July 4 lf'— 
French Union and Vietmmh offi­ 
cers held their first meeting today 
at Trung Cia. 
Indochina’s Pan- 
munjom, to consider details of a 
possible cease fire in the nearly 
eight-year-old Indochinese War. 
Trung Gia is in the center of a 
neutral zone about 41* miles in 
diameter carved out of Vietminh- 
held territory 25 miles * north of 
Hanoi.

The Communist dele­ 
gations tentatively agreed, how-1 
ever, that both Laos and Cam­ 
bodia would be permitted tempor­ 
arily to retain a limited number 
of French instructors for their 
fledgling armies. 
Many officials here linked the 
withdrawal project to proposals 
for the “neutralization” of Cam­ 
bodia and Laos as a sort of buffer 
zone between the Communist and 
non-Communist areas of Southeast 
Asia. This, in turn, has been linked 
to suggestions that Viet Nam, the 
wartorn coastal state, be split be­ 
tween the Vietminh regime in the J 
north and the pro-French regime 
in Saigon. 
One of the commissions, group­ 
ing the French and the Laotians 
on one hand and the Vietminh on 
the other, has had only two in­ 
conclusive sessions. The French 
figure in this panel because the 
military command in Laos is a 
joint French-Laotian affair.

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It’s Your Independence 
American independence is not a condition 
that was brought about by something that hap­ 
pened in the last quarter of the 18th century 
and thereafter could be taken for granted. 
It is not something that was gained by our 
remote ancestors in the days when America 
was young and passed along like an heirloom as 
American grew older. 
It is not something to be spoken of in the 
past tense or to be thought about as an event 
in history. 
It is alive and present — something each 
American possesses now. It is personal, im­ 
mediate, dynamic and in a literal sense it is 
still mankind’s best hope for an ultimate tri­ 
umph over the despotism that still dominates 
most of the world. 
Independence is a state of mind secured by a 
state of law and, beyond that, by a state of 
public opinion which makes the state of law 
meaningful and enforceable. 
Scarcely a week passes in this republic that 
does not bring some important test to determine 
whether or not large numbers of Americans 
still deserve to be free of oppression and are 
still willing to pay the price of freedom. 
The test is survived with credit only when 
most of those who endure it emerge with their 
own and their neighbors’ independence intact. 
Anything that detracts from the sum total of 
human ability to attain the pinnacle of dignity 
represented by the Christian ideals on which 
the Founding Fathers founded their republic ig 
a blow to freedom. 
Men who refuse to think for themselves or 
are unable to think for themselves do not de­ 
serve to be free and do not know what to do 
with freedom when they have it. They cannot 
attain independence in their own minds, the 
only place where independence is secure. 
It is not a static structure of rules and prece­ 
dents but an ever-changing and ever-growing 
concept of the more than 160 million individual 
minds which now' comprise the United States. 


All-Weather Amendment 
Since this is the season for reviewing the 
beginnings of independence, it is interesting to 
note that a witness in a Senate investigation of 
housing loans has invoked the fifth amendment 
to keep from testifying about his handling of 
public funds. 
The fifth amendment has been in the news 
so much in connection with congressional in­ 
vestigations of persons 
suspected 
of 
being 
Communist subversives that it has become as­ 
sociated in many minds w’ith fifth columns, in­ 
stead of with basic constitutional rights. 
This is one of the all-weather amendments— 
tthe original IO that set forth in some of the 
plainest language ever written the future re­ 
strictions on government by w’hich the Found­ 
ing Fathers sought to protect the freedom they 
had w’on in the Revolutionary War. 
The Fifth Amendment provides that “ no per­ 
son . . . shall be compelled in any criminal 
case to be a witness against himself.” It also 
provides that no person shall be deprived of 
life, liberty or property without due process 
of law'; that no citizen shall be tried twice 
for the same offense; that no American shall 
be held to answer for a crime without an 
indictment by a Grand Jury. 
The Fifth Amendment was not created for 
the protection of persons accused of Com­ 
munist affiliations. They are merely among 
those who seek its protection from time to 
time, along with all others who <value> its 
protection lest they be made to testify against 
themselves when prosecutors lack other means 
of making a case. 


Now They Save Everythin" 
Whenever it is time again to think about 
the Declaration of Independence, a secondary 
thought intrudes itself. 
Are the important documents of the future 
going to be handled better than they were 
handled in the past0 
Today, what happened to the Declaration 
of Independence could not happen because now 
they preserve all documents carefully 
in 
a 
separate department of archives. For 
more 
than a century, the Declaration was shuffled in 
and out of drawers, pigeonholes and boxes un­ 
til by 1894 it was so faded and dog-eared it 
was almost worthless. 
Beginning that year, both the Declaration of 
Independence and the Constitution were given 
special care. Today, they are exhibited in cases 
filled with inert gas, and the cases are lowered 
into vaults each night. But there still is that 
question about important 
documents 
of 
the 
future. 
When the time comes to look at historic 
documents from the 20th century during and

The Latin section of the Com­ 
intern still is powerful in Chile, 
Venezuela.

during the McCarthy-Stevens hear­ 
ings when the strongest leadership 
was necessary to prevent t h i s 
particular quarrel from splitting 
the Republican party irrevocably 
and from scuttling the Eisenhower 
legislative program. 


FOR INSTANCE, the Eisenhow- 
er tariff bill was killed as part 
of this split, but most Republicans 
felt that had there beeen a proper 
meeting of the minds, no radical 
tariff bill would have been pre­ 
sented this year. 
The real difficulty is that the 
President conceives his office as 
something different from 
t h e 
American tradition. True, the Pres­ 
ident of the United States is Presi­ 
dent of the whole people, but he is 
elected as a partisan and so far 
as Congress is concerned, he be­ 
longs to the party which nominat­ 
ed him. 
A bipartisan or a non-partisan 
president is an anomaly in the 
American system. Dwight D. Eis­ 
enhower apparently dislikes partis­ 
an politics and politicians, but the 
political life of the United States 
is organized on the two-party sys­ 
tem and Congress is not organized 
to function on any other basis. 
The split in the Republican party 
has left Congress leaderless and 
hopelessly bogged dow?n in very 
important matters of legislation. 
This manifests itself more in the 
Senate than in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives. In the Senate, such 
elder statesmen as Bridges, Brick­ 
er, Knowland and others realize 
that the President does not favor 
them but prefers to hand-pick his 
senatorial favorites. They resent it.

Ail Impressive Record For The Fiscal Y car

was passed on a voice 
Despite rising complaints from 
abroad against his foreign policies 
and the McCarthy vs. Army di­ 
version, President Eisenhower is 
approaching the end of his first full 
fiscal year in a remarkably strong 
position. 
Much is being made of his al­ 
leged setbacks at th# hands of the 
closely divided Congress. But in 
those things that count most, both 
as to national welfare and the ap­ 
proaching election, the record of 
accomplishment in the first Eisen­ 
hower Congress is sure to better 
any comparable presidential show­ 
ing since Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 
first term. 
After 1936, Roosevelt’s domestic 
proposals mostly were defeated or 
radically revised, and President 
Truman ended his 
nearly 
eight 
years in the White House with 
scarcely any significant legislative 
victories on the home front. 
It is not too much to say that 
Eisenhower^ 
accomplishment in 
the field of economics adds up to 
as revolutionary a swing toward 
industrial freedom and stability as 
Roosevelt’s initial New Deal did in 
the opposite direction of socialistic 
government controls. 


AS ONE OF HIS very first steps, 
Eisenhower wiped out all price 
and wage controls, with no sign of 
the inflation, wholesale strikes or 
other disturbances that were pro­ 
phesied as resulting from that ac­ 
tion. 
With this fiscal year alone, gov­ 
ernment buying of military goods 
has been cut by 7.5 billion dollars, 
with the number of people employ­ 
ed as of last month (61,700.000) 
600.000 higher than in the same 
month a year ago and higher than 
any time before in peacetime his­ 
tory. 
Korean War taxes totaling more 
than 5.5 billion dollars annually 
already have been repealed, de­ 
spite which the deficit for this year 
will be two-thirds less than the 9.9 
billion dollars President Truman 
estimated for it. The main Eisen­ 
hower tax-revision bill, carrying an 
additional cut of 1.5 billion dollars 
this year and perhaps twice that 
much later now seems assured of 
passage unscathed. 
The administration last w e e k 
scored a notable victory on the 
farm price support program. 
The House approved, 228-170, a 
sliding scale of price floors rang­ 
ing from 8212 to 90 per cent of 
parity for five basic crops 
— 
wheat, corn, cotton, rice and pea­ 
nuts. A general farm bill—of which

We saw nothing like it before and today it 
seems incredible . . . tables loaded with great 
sides of hot roast beef. lamb, turkeys, salads, 
soups, cakes, pies and whatnot, all for free to 
the cash customer, even if he bought merely a 
nickel glass of beer. Waiters carved and served, 
with only a glance of mild disfavor at a second 
trip by a free loader. 
We don t remember paying for any meals 
while on that first trip But along about the 
end of the third day we knew we would have 
to wear a beard or depart. Later we came to 
New York to extend our rambles, 
but had 
heard so much about the desperate character 
of life in a big city that we took the precau­ 
tion of putting our assets amounting to $25 in 
bills in our shoes as we set forth to Coney. We 
carried enough money in our inside pocket to 
have fun. but when we got back to town and 
took off our shoes we found we had worn the 
concealed currency to rags and tatters.

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Scientist Reveals 
Cloak-Dagger 
Role In War Tiro 
PRINCETON. N. J. (UPI—Dr. 
Charles Phelps Smyth participated 
in a scientific cloak - and . dagger 
mission behind Nazi lines during 
World War II that was just as top- 
secret as the atomic bomb he 
helped develop. 
Smyth, 58, one of the nation’s 
leading atomic scientists, has told 
for the first time of seven months 
behind-the-line sleuthing in Ger­ 
many in 1944 and 1945. 
The soft - spoken Princeton Uni­ 
versity chemistry professor a l s o 
disclosed his role as a member of 
the ‘‘Alsos Mission, * a scientific 
intelligence unit that gathered in­ 
formation on Germany’s research 
work on V-2 rockets and o t h e r 
guided missiles. 
Smyth said he suddenly was 
taken from one mission, rushed to 
Parish, uniformed as a colonel, then 
sent back to Germany guarded by 
men from the A r m y Engineering 
Corps. This wfas the “ Alsos Mis­ 
sion,” Alsos b e i n g Greek f o r 
“Groves” in honor of Maj. Gen. 
Leslie R. Groves, who headed the 
atomic bomb project.

EL RASTRO, Venezuela — The 
largest dam in South America is 
being built near here as a part 
of an over-all program to increase 
Venezuela’s beef production. 
Some 500 workers have moved 
into this land of the longhorn and 
sombrero to build a dam across 
the Guarico River that will create 
a lake nine miles long and furnish 
450 billion gallons of water for ir­ 
rigation. Deforestation and earth 
clearing are far advanced. 
While the huge state of Guarico, 
through which the river flows, is 
already Venezuela’s No. I c a 111 e 
region, desert - like aridity in the 
summer months thus far has cur­ 
tailed its production potential. 
Cattlemen assert that irrigated 
pasture lands can boost beef pro­ 
duction as much as 2,000 per cent. 
This means that the 450 square 
miles to be irrigated will be able to 
feed and fatten as many as 270,000 
steers, or more than half of all 
that Venezuela currently produces.

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PRIMER FOR AMERICANS 


Y 


OU live in the United States of America. You ar* an 
American. 


Real Americans like their country. They are proud of it 
They think it is a good place to live. And they want to keep 
it good—to keep it getting better and better all the time. 


Why is America the way it is? What makes it a good 
place to live? The answer is simply this: 


Throughout our history most Americans have believed 
that every person has certain rights and duties and 
responsibilities. 


Americans have believed that there are certain things 
that people should do, and other things they should 
not do. 


They have also believed in certain things that people 
are, and are not. 


These things that people believe are called principles. I his 
book is an attempt to state the Principles of America in 
simple, primer fashion so that you can understand them, 
learn them, and remember them. 


This is important. It was because earlier Americans be­ 
lieved in these principles and guided their lives by them, 
that America has grown to be the good place it is. 


If all of us learn and remember these principles—if we 
also guide our lives by them—then we can help to keep 
America growing better, and better, and better. 


And if we follow these Principles of America, we can 
help make the world a better place to live in, too. 


The Principles o f America are these... 


I. Each Person is of Importance and Value as 
an Individual. 


This is the cornerstone... the foundation of all our other beliefs 
in a person's right to live his own life, to speak for himself, to 
choose and change his leaders. 
From it comes our hatred of those "isms" under which the 
individual has no value or importance as a person, but is only 
one of many unimportant people who have to live the way their 
leaders tell them to. 


Coming directly from that first principle are two other 
principles that are also part of the foundation of Ameri­ 
canism. 


2. We Believe that All Men should Enjoy Per­ 
sonal Freedom. 


3. We Believe that All Men are Created Equal. 


It is worth noting that the Declaration of Independence ex­ 
pressed the belief that “all men are created equal." It did not 
state or imply a belief that men develop equally or have equal 
ability, or that they should ever be forced to an exact equality 
of thought, speech or material possessions. 
That would be equality without freedom. Americans have 
always believed the two should go together. 
From the days of the Declaration of Independence and the 
w riting of the Constitution, Americans have known that 
even though Life, Liberty, and other unalienable rights 
are granted to man by his Creator, they require some pro­ 
tection by man himself. 
So, in our Constitution, and in other laws of our land, 
there are set down principles to protect the rights and free­ 
doms and equality of individuals. And these principles play 
an important part in keeping America a good place in 
which to live. 


4. The Right to Freedom of Speech. 


This includes freedom of the press, of radio, of motion pictures, 
of every means by which man may express his thoughts on any 
subject. 


5. The Right to Freedom of Assembly. 


As we believe in the right of individual action, so we believe that 
indiv iduals should be Cree to act together for the benefit of all. 
This IS Democracy. 


6. The Right to Freedom of Worship. 


Not only is the individual free to worship as he will, but religions 
themselves are free and equal. • • regardless of their size or 
their beliefs. 


7. The Right to Security of Person and 
Property. 


Not just one, but three Amendments to the Constitution (4th, 
5th and 14th) protect against illegal search and seizure, or loss 
of life, liberty, or property, without “due process of law.” 


8. The Right to Equal Protection before the 
Law. 


As individuals are equally important, so laws must apply equally 
to all, without special privileges for any particular individuals 
or groups. 


9. The Right to Freedom from Slavery. 


This includes “the right to quit,” for no individual may bt 
forced to work for another. 


IO. The Right to Petition the Government 


The legally guaranteed right of the individual to “petition the 
government for redress of grievances” is evidence of the Ameri­ 
can belief that government is the servant, not the master, of tbs 
people. 


11. The Right to Vote for people of your choice. 


This is the individual's most potent weapon in the protection of 
his rights and freedoms. . . a weapon that to be effective must 
be constantly and wisely used. 


The Principles of America hold that every 


man has... 


12. The Right to a Good Education. 


13. The Right to Live where he pleases. 


14. The Right to Work where he wants to. 


15. The Right to Join and Belong to an Organ­ 
ization. 


16. The Right to Own Property. 


17. The Right to Start his Own Business. 


18. The Right to Manage his Own Affairs. 


19. The Right to Make a Profit or to Fail, 
depending on his Own Ability. 


There are other, similar rights of individual action which 
are Principles of America, but all of these individual rights 
may be combined in these two broad principles . . • 


20. Every Man is entitled to Freedom and 
Equality of Opportunity. 


21. Every Man may Earn his Living When, 
Where, and How he wants to. 


There are also Limiting Principles. 


Principles of individual freedom sometimes clash with those 
of individual equality. Therefore our rights as individuals 
must be limited, and those limitations are themselves prin­ 
ciples. 


22. The Rights of any Individual shall not 
Interfere with the Equal Rights of Other 
Individual 


Your right to swing your arms stops w here the other fellow's 
nose starts. 


23. The Rights of any Individual shall not 
Interfere with the Welfare of the People 
as a Whole. 


Freedom of speech does not give the individual the right to 
shout “fire” in a crowded theatre. 


24. Every Individual owes Obedience to the 
Laws under which he Lives. 


The individual has the right to talk against a law, to work and 
vote to change that law, but NOT to disobey that law. 


Principles that are Patterns of Behavior... 


Many of our principles of individual freedom and equality 
are guaranteed to us ty law. 


But we have other beliefs, other general rules of action 
and conduct that have grown to the status of principles. 
They have stood the test of time. They have worked. They 
have become a basic part of the way we live and of the way 
we look at things. 


These principles, too, are foundations of Americanism. 
They are as true, if not more true, today than they were in 
1850 or in 1750. 


If America stays free, they will still hold true in 2050. 


25. Every Man shall be Judged by his Own 
Record. 


A man's family background, his race or his religion, is not as 
important as what that man himself can do, for Americans be­ 
lieve a man must stand on his own feet. 


26. Every Man is Free to Achieve as much as 
he can. 


We believe that where any boy may become President, where 
any man may achieve greatness, there is the greatest incentive 
for every man to do his best 


27. To Achieve anything, a Man should be 
Willing to Work. 


Americans have always known that “you don't get something 
for nothing,” that to get anything takes a willingness to wark 
and to work hard. 


28. Achievement also Depends upon the 
Ability to do a Good Job. 


Add to “willingness to work” the ability to produce results and 
the combination is the basis for most individual achievement 
in our country. 


29. Every Man has the Right to a Fair Share 
of the Results of his Work and his Ability. 


Because of this belief, America has not only produced more 
goods, but they have been more fairly and more widely 
shared by more people than in any other country. 


30/Security is the Ability of a Man to Provide 
for himself. 


The only true security for any individual is the opportunity, the 
ability, and the determination to work and plan and save for his 
own present and future. Self-reliance is vital to individual in­ 
dependence and personal freedom. No man can be “proud and 
free” who depends on others for his security. 


31. When an Individual cannot Provide his 
own Security, the Responsibility should be 
Assumed by Others. 


We believe that no one should starve, or be without adequate 
clothing and shelter, so those who have more than their basic 
needs share the responsibility of providing the essentials of 
security for those who need help. 


I ' 
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32. Every Individual must Deal Fairly with 
other Individuals. 


Honesty, fairness, and persona! integrity are virtues that he?p 
free and independent individuals get along with each other with­ 
out losing their independence. 


33. Fair and Free Competition is a Good Tiling. 


Americans have alwavs believed that competition among in­ 
dividuals or groups encourages greater effort which in turn 
bring greater benefits to all. 


34. Cooperation among Individuals is \ itally 
Important. 


Prfxipfvt Fbeshout* has said: “The freedom to compete 
vigorously accompanied bv a readiness to cooperate whole­ 
heartedly for the performance of community and national funo- 
tions. together make our system the most productive on earth ** 


Principles of Individual Responsibility.,. 


Freedom for individuals carries with it an equal responsi­ 
bility to use that freedom wisely. Therefore, if we wish to 
remain free, we must faithfully fulfill our rcsponsibilitiei 
as free men. 


35. The Individual is Responsible tor himself 
and his Family. 


He must protect them and provide for their present and future 
well-being. 


36. The Individual has Responsibilities to tho 
Groups of which he is a Part. 


He must give of his best to hit community, his church, his em­ 
ployer. his union, and to every group in which individuals co­ 
operate for their mutual benefit. 


37. The Individual has Responsibilities to his 
Country. 


lie must be an active citizen. Interesting himself in local, state, 
and national government, voting wisely, thinking and speaking 
and acting to preserve and strengthen freedom, equality and 
opportunity for every individual. 


38. The Individual has Responsibilities to the 
World. 


Most of us arc still confident of ourselves and of our coun­ 
try. We do not claim perfection. But we have faith in our 
ability to move forward, to improve, to grow, to provide 
more and more individuals with more and more of every­ 
thing they want and need in life. . . 
If we, the people of the United States, want to have more 
material benefits, we must believe in and follow these two 
principles: 


39. The only way we can Have More is to 
Produce More; and 


40. As we Produce More, we must make it 
possible for More and More People to 
Enjoy that which we Produce. 


If we, the people of the United States, want to have a 
better life, spiritually as well as materially. . . 


41. We must stand firmly for our Beliefs, our 
Rights, our Principles. 


Walt Whitman, writing nearly IOO yeags ago, put it this 
way: 


“There is no week, nor day, nor hour when tyranny may not 
enter upon this country if the people lose their supreme con­ 
fidence in themselves • • •** 


There are those who would chip away our confidence so 
that their special brand of tyranny might creep into Amer­ 
ica. They must not succeed. So, let us ask of every plan, 
or act, or idea . • .

ie stars. You can f.nd t h e m in

But that is one of the advantages 
of gossip about houses and their 
equipm ent — you can learn when 
to go ahead and build something, 
or w hen not to. 
Building a swim m ing pool seem s 
sim ple — just a concrete-lined hole 
in the ground, like a little base­ 
m ent. We saw an article in a cur­ 
ren t m agazine, 
telling how one 
m an built a 20 by 40-foot pool for 
less than $400. 
About the sam e tim e we got an 
advertisem ent in the m ail from a 
Contractor who would build o n e 
th at size for $1,775. Even that is 
cheap if the pool would be satis­ 
factory. 
It takes a lot of m aterial to build 
a pool properly. In the first place, 
excavation for a 20-by-40-foot pool 
will 
m ean 
the 
rem oval 
of 
300 
cubic yards of soil. 
Form s for the pouring of con­ 
crete will total 1.420 square feet. 
You’ll need 3.130 pounds of rein­ 
forcing steel and 420 pounds of 
steel m esh. The concrete for the 
walls and footings will total 42 cub­ 
ic yards and the concrete for the 
floor will m ean 
15 m ore 
cubic 
yards. In addition, you'll prob ab ly , 
use 180 linear feet of drainage tile. 
T here’s your bill of m aterials, j 
We got it from Portland Cem ent 
Assn. engineers, who o u g h t to 
know. 
“ These quantities,” they s a i d . 1 
“ are for the pool only. Sidewalks 
expansion joints, e q u i p m e n t , 
plum bing, w ater purification, e tc .,1 
should be added as required.” 
The problem of w ater purifica­ 


tio n is som ething to consider if 
(you don’t have unlim ited supplies 
'of w ater for refilling the pool ev­ 
ery couple of days. 
One of our neighbors recently 
had a pool com pleted in his yard. 
Somebody asked one of his young­ 
sters if they had used it yet. “ No, 
not yet, for two reasons,” he re­ 
plied. “ One is that pop hasn’t got 
the chlorinating system yet and 
another reason is there are two 
dead rats in th ere.” 
But draining and refilling, or con­ 
tinuous purification of the w ater 
seem to be only p art of the story. 
E xperts in a position to know say 
that a private sw im m ing p o o l 
which will stand an engineering 
analysis frequently is too expensive 
to build. 
“ M any 
pools 
have been built 
which cannot be justified from an 
engineering standpoint,” these men 
adm it. “ Some of them have given 
good satisfaction, while others have 
been a source of considerable trou­ 
ble. The pools which we can con­ 
scientiously recom m end from an 
engineering standpoint are o f t e n 
too expensive for the sm all back­ 
yard pool.” 
However, there are dozens of 
reputable contractors in this busi­ 
ness, especially in the South and 
on the West Coast. So if you can 
get a guarantee, get ready to try 
that springboard.

Park System 


People Cautioned 
To Look To State, 
Local Governments 


UNIONTOWN, Pa., July 4 UP— 
Secretary of the Interior McKay 
said today that if people want 
m ore parks and recreational areas 
they should look to state and local 
governm ents rather than to the 
federal government for help. 
a “ Too long—far too long—have 
the people looked to Washington 
for solutions to all their problem s,” 
McKay said in an address pre­ 
pared for the 200th anniversary 
celebration here of the Battle of 
F t. Necessity during the French 
and Indian War. 
McKay said the Battle of Ft. 
Necessity seemingly was a defeat 
for George Washington, who com­ 
manded a detachm ent of Virginia 
troops fighting for the British, yet 
it marked a turning point in na­ 
tional history by bringing Washing­ 
ton into world prominence for the 
first time. 
He said the state joined with 
local citizens and the federal gov­ 
ernm ent to preserve this historic 
shrine, dedicated yesterday as a 
national battlefield site. 
McKay said this dem onstrates 
understanding 
of 
the 
need 
for 
states and local communities to 
share with the federal government 
in the development of national re­ 
sources. 
“There has always been difficul­ 
ty in securing adequate appropria­ 
tions to maintain properly the fac­ 
ilities already a part of the sys­ 
tem ,” he said. 
“ I am reluctant, therefore, to 
support any request for additions 
to the system until the present fac. 
ilities can be brought up to stand­ 
ard. 
“ This can only be done by big­ 
ger appropriations, and in view 
of the adm inistration's determined 
effort to balance the budget any 
expansions in the park system in 
the immediate future appear to be 
foreclosed.”

CLEVELAND, July 4 (P -T he 
attractive, 30-year-old wife of a 
Bay Village osteopath was found 
hacked to death in her bedroom 
today. Her husband told a grim 
tale of battling her attacker in 
the house, down an outside stair­ 
way to a private beach and along 
the shore of Lake Erie in the plush 
suburb which lies west of Cleve­ 
land. 
The first word of the crime 
came early this morning when Dr. 
Samuel G. Sheppard phoned the 
suburb’s mayor, J. Spencer Houk, 
and gasped: 
“ For God’s sake, Spence, get 
over here quick. I think they have 
killed M arilyn!” 
Houk and his wife rushed to the 
osteopath’s house to find him lying 
in a semi - conscious condition 
against a chair in the living room. 
Upstairs was the pa jama-clad body 
I of his blonde wife, sprawled on a 
, bed with about 30 wounds from a 
sharp object about her face andj 
head. 
The Sheppards’ six-year-old son, 
Samuel Jr., was sound asleep in 
the next room. 
Dr. Sheppard, 30, who was taken 
to Bay View Hospital for treat­ 
ment of head injuries, told police 
the following story: 
He had fallen asleep last night 
while listening to the Cleveland 
Indians-Chicago White Sox base­ 
ball game on the radio. Some time 
later he awakened with the feeling 
he had heard his wife scream . He 
rushed upstairs only to have some­ 
thing crack across his head as 
he reached the top. 
He blacked out and next recall­ 
ed that he was chasing one man, 
or perhaps two, through weeds in 
the back yard, down the stairway 
to the beach fighting and grap­ 
pling as he went. Then he blacked 
out again and when he aroused, 
discovered that he had fallen into 
the water at the edge of the shore. 
He returned to the house and 
saw his wife’s body and then lost 
consciousness again before finally 
getting to the phone and calling 
Mayor Ilouk. 
Police said two desks and Dr. 
Sheppard’s medicine kit had been 
ransacked, leading to a theory that 
the intruder or intruders may have 
been seeking narcotics. A green 
cotton bag. containing the osteo­ 
path’s blood - stained wristwatch, 
his ring and fraternity chain was 
found behind the house. The watch 
had stopped at 4:15 a. rn. 
Coroner Samuel R. Gerber said 
Mrs. Sheppard had not been at­ 
tacked sexually and died from 
multiple skull fractures. 
A neighbor couple, Mr. and Mrs. 
Donald Ahern, had been at the 
Sheppards’ home earlier last night. 


Mrs. Ahem said they went home 
when they noticed that both the 
osteopath and his wife appeared to 
be getting sleepy.
